July    1941*    Such  standards  shall  constitute  amendments  to 
Part  26,  Chapter  1,  Title  7,  of  the  Code  of  Federal  Regula- 
tions as  follows: ■ 


Insert  a  new  section  to  read: 


26,256a  Special  grade ;  Special  Red  Oats,  Definition, 
Special  red  oats  shall  be  oats  of  the  class  Red  Oats  which 
consist  of  Columbia  oats  or  other  red  oats  having  similar 
characteristics  and  may  contain  not  more  than  10  percent  of 
other  cultivated  oats. 

Grades,    Special  red  oats  shall  be  graded  and  desig- 
nated according  to  the  grade  reo^uirements  of  the  standards 
applicable  to  such  red  oats  if  they  were  not  special,  and 
there  shall  be  a.dded  to,  and  made  a  part  of,  the  grade  desig- 
nation, immediately  preceding  the  name  of  the  class,  the  v^'ord

Plump  rye  shall  "be  rye  ^hich  does  not  contain  more  than  5 
percent  of  rye  and  other  matter  that  ^vill  pass  through  a 
20-gp^e  metal  sieve  v/ith  rectangular  perforations  0.064 
inch  wide  l)y  S/S  inch  long. 

Grades.    Plump  rye  shall  "be  graded  and  designated 
according  to  the  grade  requirements  of  the  standards 
applicable  to  such  rye  if  it  rrere  not  plump,  and  there 
shall  'oe  added  to,  and  made  a  part  of,  the  grade  desig- 
nation, immediately  preceding  the  word  rye,  the  word 
"Plum.p."
